" Prellmlnar}' Steps. 

London, May 2. — \ dispatcli from 
Romo states that the Pope's decree re- 
garding Ireland, and C.'irdinal Monnccio'.s 
circular to tho Irish bishops, aro consid- 
ered a.s proliininary steps towards i\ spe- 
cial congregation of tho collogis of the 
Propaganda, composed exclasively of car- 
dinals, which is now engaged in examin- 
ing sevoral questions relative to the Irish 
agitation, upon which it will funiially 
voto. It is also .stated that Ciirdiiinl .Siiiie- 
oni has submitted to this court of inquiry, 
at least ton points which are to be decided 
upon. 

AnylhinK Like War. 

I'rosident Carnot is credited with mak- 
ing Ilia trip to the .south of France in the 
interest of his Jiarty, and in the Ii<)])e of 
creating a boom that may in a iiieiistiro 
direct public attention from the Buulan- 
ger doinonstrations. Tho pre.soiico of tlio 
minister of marine at the republic works 
serves to ^ive color to the rumors tlint an 
inspection of tho Fouhui and vussols of 
tho fleet in the vicinity is preliminary to 
an incrouHO of the navtd force in tlio 
Mediterranean ;ind a large expi-ndi tii-e on 
works around that important station. 
Anything hinting, however remotely, ut 
preparations for war is sure to becunio the 
topic of tho day, and already it is con- 
fidently atjited that the governmont has 
discovered iiisiduous designs on tlio [iiirb 
of the Jtaliaiis, which will render neces- 
sary the strengthening of tho Medi- 
terranean .s([nadroii and addition- 
al works along tho frontier. In 
no better way could the Carnot 
rujime. recover its reputation for farsiglited 
patriotiam than by recommending a largo 
outlay for vessels and works, the need for 
which is undoubted, and wliicli tlio moat 
ciiptious political opponent could tiiid no 
fault with, as evidencing a belligenititB 
spirit while profu.ssing hia desiro fur 
peace. If the niini.Htry can tlius taku the 
wind out of Bouliinger's sails tlitiy will 
earn the thanks of all Europe, for it is 
obvious that the surrounding nations 
have more dread of tho ox-minister of war 
than they care to acknowledge. The rod 
carnation is for a moment sii[)ereiiii:u!nt, 
bu^ the color is an omen for dread to all 
conservative Frenchmen, ono, moat 
diatinguishud, of whom is reporteti to 
have said veaterday, with a touch of 
OalHo hyperbole, "tno lily and tho violet 
have had their dramas, shall tlits cliarla- 
taii ooin])lcto tho triology with the last 
tint of the tricolor." Tho violence of 
partisans and decriers of Bonlaiigor may 
be inferred from tho fact that in oiio of 
the duels recently fought over hiiu an un- 
fortunate contestant .was seriously wound- 
ed. At a oonduaion, bo oontrary to all 
rules and precedents of tho French duol, 
as practiced by political opponenls, that 
it iiuist iiiiturally have a deiiressiiig efl'ect" 
on aeokers after cheap notoriety of crosB- 
ing swordfi for a few minutes with an ea- 
tcemed' enemy; 

o'ltrieirii iVHrniut Stolon. 

DtniLiiN, May 2,— On resuming the trial 
of Will, ll'lirien, M. P., here to-day, the 
nmgiatrate atiiiiuinced that during the 
night previous the aeBsioii otlico had been 
entered by burglars, who had stfilon tho 
depositions ami warrant ruhvtiiig to the 
case, and it .would bo necessary to open 
the case again from the beginning.

THE SCHOOL BILL AMENDMENT. 

At their regular monthly meeting, licUl 
on Monday last, several members of the 
Board of Trustees complained of having 
been misundorslood and niisrcpresentud 
in coiniection with the recounneudation 
made by them to be empowered to iuilmse 
a school tax in this city for educationid 
puri>o8es. Tlioy now contend that they 
only sought power to levy a local tax for 
the puri)osu of supplementing the grant 
fur incidental expenses. Whatever tlie 
intantian may have beBn, we reapeetfully 
submit that neither the facta nor the lan- 
guage employed would appear to justify 
that view. In looking through the esti- 
mates wo lind that the grant inndo by the 
legislature for incidental expenses of 
the city schools is §1,700, a sum 
which we are assured by those 
who certainly ought to know, 
is ample, provided it is careful- 
ly and economically adniinisterod. 
Hut sa3' for the sake of argument that 
the grant is inadeiiuato, surely the very 
most that could be roi|uirod would be to 
mise it to S2,0(X). iiuw, it does seem 
difficult to imagine that th« ' Board of 
Trustees would seriously and deliberate!)' 
ask for power to levy a school tax on the 
city for the sake of raising three luuulm/ 
dollars! So much for the facts. Now 
for the language employed: "To so 
amend the school act as to enable them 
(the trustees) to supplement the amount 
by levying a school tax on the municipal- 
ity." Not one word, bo it noted, about 
incidental expenses. In the light of 
the.ie facts and words, is it at all 
surprising that tlie minister . and the leifia- 
lature should have coine to the conclusion 
they' did 7 In fact it is difficult to see how 
ihey could have come to any other. But 
it may be that the matter is susceptible of 
(^Yplanation upon entirely different 
y rounds. Is it not reasonable to supposi 
that the recommendation of the A^ictotin 
school board did not, after all, constitute 
I ho so/c moving cause of the change d L 
it not possible that the goverinnoiit an(i 
the legislature may have becomeconvinced. 
altogether apart from the recommendation 
of the trustees of a single school district, 
of the necessity for some Gbange which 
would, in the language of flis' Hon or V 
prorogation speech, '.'slightly relieve the 
public revenue of a constantly in 
creasing burden for education, with- 
out interfering with the freedom 
and etliciency of our liberal common 
school system?" If, in amending tin- 
act, the Cioverinnent and the Legislature 
came to the conclusion that, in order tn 
relieve the j)ublic revenue of the con 
stantly increasing demand upon it foi 
educational ])urposus, it was necessary ti ■ 
do something more than provide foi 
supplementing the grant for iiiuidentiil 
expenses in a. single school district, tin 
Victoria school Trustees should not, per- 
haps, condemn, them too severely. Tliej 
should reraeml^er that the interests of tin 
whole Province.' were considered, and that 
the four city school districts were askeil 
to assume a small additional slian 
of the ex[/ensu of education within 
their bounds in order that tlieii 
free high schools might be rotainoil, the 
grand Bystem of free connnon .scliools 
maintained intact, and its advantagcH and 
benefits extended and placed within thi' 
reaoh, of eyety^pettljament. It is by tak- 
ing.this' broad view of the subjout, and 
remembering that the government and 
legfal^ture had the interests of the whole 
province to consider, that the Yictoriii 
. trustees iwill bo most likely to underst.ind 
how the amendment to the school act took 
a' wider scope than thoy intended; ami it 
is in tliis way, too, that tlio four coni- 
MUUiiticH mo:;t tlireclly atl'ected will ini- 
(lorstand. ap])reciatu and become recon- 
ciled to the clinngo. The change was 
inevitable and came none too soon. 



THE INDIXN COMMISBlOlf. 

The papers relating to the Conniiiasion 
api)ointed to enquire into the state and 
condition of the Indians of the nortb-wost 
coast of this province present a mixna of 
iiifurmatiiui most interesting at this time. 
It will be reinembercd that the Mou. C. 
F. Cornwall and Mr. .1. P. Plautji wold 
the commissioners appointed by the Dum- 
inion and local governmenta respectively. 
Their report is the chief feature of tlie 
dooinnenta. Regret is oxpreised, at tlio 
^.tewrtod »ppe»r)inoe o{ i MetUkalitla, but 



the bright side of the pioturo is seen in 
the industrious and contented diameter 
of those who remain, Haid to bo aljont one 
hinulred souls, with a probability ot many 
accessions to their iiumbors. Tho com- 
missioners were recoivutl at Kinculith 
with every domtnistratitin of loyalty :ind 
then proceeded to Naas Harbor, where 
thoy had claims and demands reiterated 
before them by the chiefs and otlvera who 
addressed them, much more sweeping in 
oharacter than was the case at Kincolith. 
They wero presented also in a niiinner 
which seems to have booonie iiHiial amongst 
certain of the people of the north-we.-it 
coast, that is to f-ay, llicy wore accinn- 
panied by declaralion.s a.s to wli;it ivuulil 
take place wore such (leniaiids (ir claims 
not settled by the govurnnient iu a way 
entirely satisfactory to those advancing 
them. The basis of the claims advanced 
was the assertion of the "Indian Title" to 
the whole country. The commissiuners 
had to combat and denj' thi.s by sliiting 
the law on the subject, as rci|iiiro(l by 
their instructions, ami it was done tem- 
perately lint lirinly, ami ntlior points as to 
the interpretation of the "huiian iVct,'" 
etc., were explaiiieil. .After the voluntary 
journey of the up-river chiefs to Naas 
I larbour to meet the oommissioirors, they 
(lid not deem it necessary to incur the ex- 
pense and delay of making a [leitiunal 
visit for the mere purjiose of inspecting 
the aottlomonts there; but from infornm- 
tion received, they luidorstood that the 
village of ( iieenvillu exhibits intei iisting 
•• i;.;ns of tlu^ pro:;ri>.ss in civili/.alinu be- 
ing made liy the Naas liidiaii.s. 
The aettleiiieiil <if .leniiis and Kit-liic-ila- 
Miiix, beyond ( Ireeiiville, were imt lopre- 
seiitod at tlie Na;is I l;irl>cir nieot ings, but 
some of the chiefs a[iiike u.s if thoy weii' 
exponents of all the up-river chiefs anil 
Indians. At the close of the meeting at 
Naas Harbor an address purporting to be 
signed by eleven up-river chiefs was 
handed in, as an addition to their 
speeches. The address contains a reiter- 
ation of the "liidi.iii Tille" in reply to 
the rimiarks in.'ule by the cinniiiissinner.-i 
when closing the iiu-eting. The liiili.-viis, 
wiiile fully iletailing their wants and 
grievances, did su in l.iiigiiage ealeiibiteil 
to impress npuii the eoiiiini.ssinner.s the 
sincere loyalty of their feelings and to 
connnend their pi-esontments as worthy 
the attention of tlie Government. The 
diflbrent Indians of the Nish-kar tribe, 
residing on the ' lower fifty miles of the 
Naas, represented by chiefs hem nearly 
all the reserves, had now been afl'orded u 
he.'iring. The conniiissis.sioners found 
that the wishes and demands of the 
Indians embraced several points about 
which there was a t<it;il divergenco of 
opinion aniDiiu tiieiii. For instaiiee, as to 
the deteriiiiiied as.sertioii of the "Indian 
Title," the commissioners found tliiit this 
was not shared in by the Kincolith brand 
of the Nish-kar nation, while it was 
strongly pressed by the people of Green- 
ville and some of the chiefs from further 
up the river. So with regard to the ac- 
ceptance of the "Indian Act," and of the 
presence of an "Indian Agent" amongst 
them, the Kincolitlia were ready for bc>tli; 
the '.ireenville party were averse to both 
These cases show tliat the one party ac 
cepts with readiness the exi.sting state of 
the law as regards the nuuia^enieiit ant 
control of the Indians as jmt before them 
by the tiovernment, while the other is in 
opposition to it. All were in accord, 
h iwevor, in asking for some extension of 
existing reserves, the reservation of 
numerous other fishing stations, and th 
sotting apart for the exclusive use of 
different families and chiefs certain exten- 
sive tracts of country for hunting ])in-- 
poscs. Then, as to the control of soiiui 
of the reserves in u.Nisteiice on tbo Naas 
river and estaiilisbed frir the use of the 
Indiana when jirosecntiiig the extremely 
valualile ooladian tialiery, the commis- 
sioners found there was great rivalry and 
opposition between the diti'erent bands of 
the tribe. It appeared that foniier 
ly all these matters were more 
or less amicably managed by the 
chiefs, but that now when religious differ 
dices have sprniig up, owing to the [ires 
ence in the same nei^iliboi hood of niiaaion 
aries of dillereiit niiaaioiiary societies, all 
charitable forbearance in such niatter.s 
seems to Ije at an end, and disputes about 
secular interests are waged ivitli as iiiiicl 
acerbity as are those of a spiritual char 
aoter. Such are t be matt ers which seem 
to chiell)' occuiiy tlio .'ittuntion of the Naa.s 
Indians. Hitherto these Indians have 
had no one, no local resident ollicial, t( 
whom thoy could apply for counsel and 
assistance. Leaving the Natis, the com- 
missioners went to Port Simpson. The 
population is estimated at about one thou- 
sand. Tlieri! waa an air of doaponilency 
over the pl.iee and its Indians, who Llieiii- 
solves drew attention (<i the bad atate 
of the roads anil briils/es, and can- 
didly said that such was owing to tlicir 
slate of uncertainty as to their future. 
Hut nothing whatever in the remarks of 
their chosen speakers, afterwards made, 
showed, from the \h)\nl of view iieccssar 
ily adopted by the Government, reason 
able grounds for such uncertainty or foi 
their avowed discontent, but did show un- 
mistakably a systeini/.ed oppusitioii to 
(iovernment control under the "Indian 
Act," and a conviction that they wcru be- 
yond and above the operations of thin 
act, of wliich thoy wanted none. The 
demands made wei e of a character very 
miidi in ••iccordance with those of the 
up|)er liver Indiana of the Niiaa nation, 
and thoy were iin-ari;ibly attended with 
throats as to what would hai)peii were 
they not complied With, such as that 
"thoy would follow their brotliroii . into 
Alaska,". J that, is, expa);riata fcliemselvesi 
that if things wore not arranged td fclieir 
liking "there would bo no poaooj" "if it 
is not settled about our laud we will goon 
talking till it m," and ho on. The linlians 
of the Naas and I'ort .Snnpaon having; been 
affoi'diid the fullest opportunity of expres- 
sing their wishes and coinplaints, tlio in- 
striicl ioiisof the conimi.ssioners wero fulfill- 
ed. At Metlakahtlii, which was visited, the 
Indians made modoriito reipiosts for some 
additional fishing and land reserves, but 
evinced tliruugliout that they were in ac- 
cord with and loyal to the government of 
the country, thus placing thoiusolvoa on 
tlie same footing ua the people of Kinco- 
lith, uu the Naas river. IbJ/M pleasaut, 



hays the reijoit, to see the Indian boys of 
the Uishop of Caledonia's schocd, in sailor 
dreas, going through their drill, playing 
capitally their drum and life li.iiid, 
manning the Mission steiinier, ol' which 
mo of their number is engineer, and h. 
le.irii of the considerable and inlclliyi ol 
idvance thoy make in their studies. The 
connnissionurs, while very unwilling to 
say anything whicli might en;,endor fric- 
tion between the Indians or their missionnry 
teachers, who belong to diHeieiit Christian 
eliurelies or their deiiominathius, felt that 
tlii^y would not be fullilling their public 
iliity were they to fail to point out the 
c iu ioiis coincidence of the correspouileiice 
between the views held by the Iiiilians 
and the missionary intliienee under which 
they (the natives) are held. The Indian 
adherents of the Church Missionary 
.Society, resident at Kincolith and 
iVIetlakahtla, put forward no claim of 
"Indian Title" to the lands of the Pro- 
vince. In all matters they expresa them- 
selves as loyal to the Kederal and Provin- 
cial (iovernments, as desiring to eume 
under the "Indian .-Vet," and to have 
aiiiong them Indian .Agents. On the 
other hand, the natives of (iieenville, on 
the Naaa river, and the Tsiinpseans of 
Port Simpson, statiiuia of the Metlmilist 
Church of Canada, strongly urge their 
claim to ownership in all the 
country, and speak nmst deterniiued- 
ly as tu what shall be their 
course of action If thoif claim 
bo not allowed. Thoy reiindiate the idea 
tif the provisiiuis of the "Indian Act" be 
iiig exercised with regard to them, and 
decline to receive an Indian agent. They 
Iniiilly, especially the Indians of I'orl 
SimpMou, attempt to veil the expression 
of their feelinga ot op|)oaition to the 
t !(ivernnieiit. All this seems to have its 
inception in, and to be a continuance of, 
the policy inaugurated at Metlakulitia in 
LB81. the date of the severance between 
Mr. Duncan and the Church Missionary 
Society. The commissiuners wero im- 
pressed with the view that the demands 
and reipiests of the Indians reipiire wise 
ami kindly consideration and set! lenient, 
\n air of determination characleii/.ed 
their several speeches. Their niiiul.i are 
■i[)parently "maile np," as it is calle(l, 
and although, as is the case with other 
keen hands at a barga^ii, they probably 
ask for more than they expect to get, yet 
important mattora regarding their rights 
and positions are mooted, which, in the 
opinion of the cominiasion, require 
prompt attention. The report further 
suunnari/.es the demands and re(|uest3 of 
the dillerent bands of Indians as atl'ecting 
the subject r brought to their notice. The 
Naas River oolachan lisheries, the Indian 
title to land, ordinary reserves and hunting 
grounds, as also matters generally ari! 
treated of while the "Indian Act" is ex- 
patiated on at length. The evidence 
taken i8|.;iven in full while appendices con- 
taining umch valuable matter are submitt- 
ed. On the whole the comiuisaianers would 
seem to have performed their duty in a 
most able and faithful manner, and it is 
hoped that as a result of their visit to the 
west coast the grievances of our Indian 
population will be adjusted iu a manner 
satisfactory to all parties,

Thk Times has not yet grown weary of 
.ibusing our government for not taking 
piM't in the so-called intorprovincial con- 
ference at Quebec —though its readers 
must have long ago. The legislative 
councils of New Brunswick and Novu 
Scotia have thrown out the resolutions 
"bodily," Prince Edward Island and 
British Columbia have not recognized the 
self-constituted * '^conference," so that of 
the seven sisters only three, Ontario, 
Quebec and Manitoba have any interest 
in the Grit tscheme to embarrass the Dom- 
inion government.^ . 

Of couii.se, wo feel glad that six of the 
fifteen S(|uatters on th.o Granville towiisite 
aretoreceivetitlosfortheirlots. They have 
fought long and bravely for their rights 
and with the assistance of the legislature 
have secured them. But by what rule six 
have been chosen and nine have been left 
remains to be stated. There were fifteen 
claimants whose titles were reported to be 
good by the Legislative committee. The 
report was adopted unanimously by the 
house.

The lots were 
located and settled uiion before Mr. Van 
florue'a lirst visit in 1881 and have been 
continuously occupied since. It >vould 
seem to the disinterested observer that 
the railway cmnpanyaro acting in any but 
u .sjiirit of impartiality.
